W hile thia is being adopted it 
■ ay be as well to muke a retrograde 
movement and survey brufly the actual 
sanitary condition of Los Angeles; it 
■ ay be of benefit to the general com 
■ unity a t thia period to enable them to 
th iu k for themselves, because it is the 
«ooxnuoity, directly or iudirectly, who 
are responsible for au unhealthy coudi- 
tio a of an y city. 
The requirem ents of health may be 
•lasted under the head of; 
First—T he purity aud cleanliness of 
•ir. 
Second—An equable temperament, 
T hird—Sufficiency of daylight. 
F ourth—Purity of water. 
All of whioh should be demanded and 
obtained at any cost. They are lour sim­ 
ple laws that oaonot be altered or devi 
ated front w ithout serious results to the 
welfare of the individual and general 
eesmnunity alike, and th e longer neg­ 
lected the more difficult will be the case, 
while the doctors and undertakers will 
grin and revel in a gay old tinte. ■ 
First, it must be apparent to one and 
•11 that our population is yearly becom­ 
in g more consolidated and condensed. 
W e are crowding that whioh should be a 
neighborhood into the space a street 
«hould occupy, and forcing those who 
should inhabit a hom e into a single 
room. They need not in the polluted air 
of their dwellings an extra poison to be 
brought them by the means of one of 
their necessities of life. In rooms where 
th e

and air is adm it­ 
ted 
by 
eiroumacribed 
areas, 
im 
parities 
are always 
in 
suspension, 
And to a great extent has been the case 
w ith us daring our late rains. Our apolo 
gies for public sewers have b u t little 01 
no ventilation, and when attacked by 
volumes of water rushing in, the sewer 
gas, in hundreds of cases, was forced 
through the ordinary traps of sinks, 
balks, wash-basins, etc., etc., and as 
great portion of these oommoo necessa­ 
ries of life are of cheap m aterials and 
imperfect finish, the bursting and bub­ 
bling of foetid sewer gases was n ot diffi­ 
cult. 
As our heavy rains occurred at 
wight, the gases were em itted into closed 
, and the sleeper wot not in the 
g, of the cause of his prostrated 
condition. 
Much of our sanitary neglect is doubt- 
Ism to be attributed to the tendency of 
«11 dam es to avoid th at which ia not 
easy and close at hand. 
W e will not 
wften take the trouble, for a future con 
WCnience or a prospective advantage, to 
adopt an immediate remedy. To be satis­ 
fied with w hat we have rath er than 
trouble ourselves greatly to improve it, 
bos been, a t least ia sanitary matters, 
the dootrine of the past, and formerly 
that which was said to be the luxuries 
of the few, may now be said to be the 
requirements of the in any.

«ad for filtering or lessening its turbidity, 
a ad accomplished it by forming numbers 
o f depository basins in the line of their 
oondaits. 
M ore than .‘500 years before 
the Christian era they abandoned the

V» In return obedience to her laws, or 
the retribution of disease and death is 
frequently the result of their neglect. 
Every means also should be adopted 
to prevent stagnation of the air, and 
provide for the speedy removal of all re­ 
fuse m atter, and 
ensure ventilation, 
whioh should be competent to carry off 
th e emanations constantly given off in 
wespiration, etc. 
Y'entilation should be 
arranged even to prevent the smell of 
•o o k in g from pervading the apartments, 
y et how numerous are the houses in 
w hioh every one of these obvious rules 
a n transgressed. 
It is au axiom that no stagnant water 
I m allowed to remain in the vicinity of 
any building, either above or below the 
soU; uo organic m atter or refuse of any 
U nd should bo allowed. 
Buc there are 
other causes of impurity in the air 
w h ich permeates the saL oil. The ema­ 
nations of the g.is pipes are a serious 
source of im parity to the air m the soil. 
S o, also, is the leakage of sewers into 
Che subsoil. 
From both these causes the 
•ir in the subsoil is eminently polluted. 
Consequently th e purity qf the air in the 
tn eem ent will much depend upon the 
arrangem ent of the basement itself, and 
partly upon tbe pnricy of the air in the 
subsoil under aud around the house, un­ 
less th e basement has been entirely cat 
o ff from the sarronnding ground by a 
eafficieutly thick and continuous bed of 
eonorete or a layer of asphalt laid over 
1fe» w hole surface covered by the house.
